Harding personally, but be did object
on the ground that the poliey of the.
Pabsts In buying up saloon propertied
in Wheeling and stipulating that liquo¥
dealers occupying them shail sell noth-
{ng but Pabat beer Is unfnir competi-
tion with the two Whesling breweriesu

Mr. Wheat, the Wheeling wholesale'r

dealer in the Pabst beer, replied with
vigor and asserted that the Pabst peo-
ple are doing here only What the Wheel-
ing brewerles are dolng in towns In
this section. After a thorough discus-
slon the ded that
the licensoe be granted.

The committea met &t 8 a'clock, after
the real estate committea had ad-
journed, with Chairman Bradbury in
the chalr and Counclimen Bloomfleld,
Ritter, Beuter and Willlams presant.

The application of Fleahmann Bros.,
1032 Market street, for a transfer of the
1 to Chris Fleah was acted
upon favorably by the commitiee.

The application of Gottleib Harding
for o llcense ot 1601 Market street, ob-
jected to In the second branch by Coun-
climan Frank Healy, was next brought
up. Mr. Healy spoke first and sald he
understood the Fabst people, of Mil-
waukee, are buylng up ‘saloon proper-
tlea In Wheeling and shutting out the
Wheeling brewerles from their legitl-
mate fleld. The two local concerns are
heavy taxpayers, each poylng more
than $1,100 water rent every Year. Over
84,000 in city taxes are pald by them
each year. Hach year they spend §15,-
000 to §20,000 in Improvements. The 1i-
cense for Harding is really for the
Pabst people, he clalmed. The local
brewerles are not buying up property;
they compete legitimately. He was not
kicking against Harding, who he sald
{s a gentleman; he did object though
to unfalr competition from these for-
#lgn breweries,

Mr. Harry L. Wheat, wholesaler for
the Pabst people, spoke, His company
has sp° t in Wheellng $100,000, which
surely makes themn taxpayers. Bince
1690 he had pald $100 to $200 o year
taxes, He hos employed as high as
twenty-two men. He sald he was the
wholegale dealer In Pabst beer; he was
not agent of the Pabst company. Hin
company. was doing In Wheeling just
what the Reymann and Behmulbach
companles are doing at Slatersville,
Grafton, Bellalre, Steubenville, Pitts-
burgh and other eltles. As to Mr,
Harding he has proved himself g rep-
utable citizen, and there can be no ob-
Jections to him personally.
